Electio7i of Delegates.— On motion of W. A. Longnecker the 
following rules for the election of delegates to the General Con- 
ference were adopted: 

1. That the election of delegates to the General Conference 
shall be the order of the day for Friday morning at 10 o’clock. 

2. The election shall be by ballot and it shall require a 
majority of all ballots cast to constitute an election. 

3. Each ballot shall contain as many names as there are 
delegates to be elected on the pendingballot. Any ballot which 
does not conform to this rule shall not be counted. 

4. The President of the Conference shall appoint four tell- 
ers, one from each District, who shall receive and count the bal- 
lots cast. One of the assistant secretaries shall be appointed 
by the President, who shall register the vote when counted and 
report the same to the Conference through the President. 
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5. Upon the call of the President all the members of the 
Conference entitled to vote shall rise and the tellers shall pro- 
ceed to collect the ballots, commencing at the front. No teller 
shall electioneer for any one while he is doing the work of teller. 
As soon as their ballots are cast the brethren shall be seated 
and when all have voted the tellers and the secretary shall retire 
and count the ballots. 

6. No one shall be allowed to vote who is not within the 
bar of the Conference when the ballot is taken and no one shall 
be allowed to be present where the ballots are counted except 
the tellers and the Secretary. 

7. Should the announcement of any ballot show that the 
election has not been completed, the Conference shall not ad- 
journ until another ballot shall have been taken. 

8. In the event that the Conference should adjourn before 
the ballot is reported, the result of the ballot shall not be dis- 
closed to any one until the report is presented to the President 
upon the re-assembling of the Conference. 

9. Two reserve delegates shall be elected in same manner 
and under the same rules as the principals.

I It IS a pleasure to report my ministerial work as president of 

I Iowa Wesleyan, a College founded in 1842 and under the patronage 

j of this Conference. You will be gratified to know that this last 

^ collegiate year one hundred and seventy-six (176) have been regis- 

i tered in the College of Liberal Arts; that the tuition receipts have 

’ been the largest during my administration and exceeding last year 
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by fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00); and the deficit in the budget 
the smallest in recent years. Our College prayer meeting is large 
and earnest, and without a parallel in Iowa; the faculty is devoted 
and faithful; the equipment has been notably improved the last 
year by the installation of a central heating plant. We now have 
one hundred and sixty-eight thousand dollars ($168,000.00) endow- 
ment, exclusive of Hershey Hall which earns two and one-half 
(2X) per cent, on forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00). Our indebted- 
ness of all sorts, mortgage and floating, on July 1st, 1911, was 
forty-three thousand, five hundred dollars ($43,500.00). This does 
not include $4,000 on the heating plant, of which thirty-five hun- 
dred dollars ($3,500.00) is unsubscribed, and twenty-five hundred 
dollars ($2,500) subscribed but not paid in. 

The Board of Trustees proffers through a committee a request 
for your approval of a change of the name of the institution from 
Iowa Wesleyan University to Iowa Wesleyan College. The change 
is urged by the action of the University Senate, and is practically f 

mandatory by the usage of the Iowa Board of Education. The ] 

Board of Trustees also urge that during the seventieth year we • 

solicit our friends, and the Alumni, and the congregations of the 
Conference for an increased endowment to the amount of one hun- 
dren and ^fty thousand dollars ($150,(X)0.(X)) . This is absolutely | 

essential if the college is to continue in the list of second grade 
colleges in the state. By July 1st, 1914, we must have an income | 

independent of tuition receipts amounting to twenty-five thousand j 

dollars ($25, (X)0.00). To meet this exigency successfully will re- j 

quire the utmost harmony and co-operation by the members of \ 

this Conference, the most assiduous efforts on the part of the solic- ; 

itors, and the most patient and generous hearing and giving by j 

our preachers and laymen. The generous keynote subscription * 

of five thousand dollars ($5,0(X).00) by the congregation at Milton | 

should become a standard for twenty congregations in the Confer- T 

ence. i 

If the Conference and Bishop should conclude it wise we j 

should be glad to have a member of the Conference appointed as j 

financial secretary or vice-president to assist in the campaigning t 

for new endowment, and in completing the heating plant fund. i

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 



Burlington District 

Dear Fathers and Brethren— 

My appointment at the last conference to the Burlington Dis- 
trict came to me as a complete surprise, and though the District 
work has been an uncongenial task, I have sought faithfully to ad- 
minister the affairs of the District to the best of my ability, ever 
looking to the heavenly Father for His guidance that I might make 
as few mistakes as possible. 

Changes.— I found the District had been well manned by my 
predecessor with only four places to be supplied. West Burlington, 
Stockport, Hillsboro and Donnellson. Dr. McClelland had secur- 
ed Brother Warren J. Phillips, a student, for the first of these 
places, and O. E. Hatfield, who had supplied the previous year, to 
retain Stockport. After some delay I secured Brother C. E. Ward, 
a local preacher of Fairfield, for Hillsboro, and Brother W. B. Ire- 
land, who had taken a supernumerary relation, for pastor at Don- 
nellson. Early in the year. Brother W. L. Clapp, who had been 
appointed to Mt. Union, asked the privilege to transfer, and he 
having secured an appointment in the Rock River Conference, I 
gave my consent. He left about the first of November, which left 
a vacancy at Mt. Union. After much delay and many supplies, I 
at last secured Rev. John C. Behrens of the St. Louis German Con- 
ference, who has had charge since the last of February. Both 
pastor and people seem to be delighted. His transfer will be ef- 
fected this conference. 

Sorrows and Afflictions.— On the morning of September 
the 24th the whole conference was shocked to learn that Sister 
Myers, the beloved wife of Dr. T. J. Myers of our conference, had 
passed to her reward during the preceding night. Many of us 
knew that she had keen very sick; but few understood that her 
condition was so alarming. In perfect keeping with the quiet 
beautiful Christian life she had always lived, when the time of ber 
departure came she slipped quietly, but serenely away to her heav- 
enly home. While the home has been bereft of a true wife and 
mother, we can but thank our Heavenly Father for the promise 
given us of the privilege of being reunited to the loved ones gone 
before. The funeral services were held from the family residence in 
Mt. Pleasant on September the 27th, conducted by her pastor. Dr. 
Hardy A. Ingham, assisted by Drs. Stafford, Lymer and Schell and 
the writer. 

Sister Crowther, the wife ot our pastor at Libertyville, and 
Miss Viola Carson, daughter of Brother and Sister Carson of 
Farmington, have been in the hospital during the year for opera- 
tions, but are both slowly regaining their health. 
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Spiritual.— The preachers for the most part held evangelistic 
meetings during the year, and there was some successful work ac- 
complished, but by no means what we had hoped to see. The very 
bad weather from the first of January until April greatly interfered 
with those who had planned their meetings to follow the holidays. 
The largest ingathering was at Wayland where the pastor, J. P. 
Hehner, was assisted by Evangelist Adams of the Des Moines 
Conference. There were about 100 conversions and 69 received 



from probation. 

In the main the pastors were their own evangelists, and under 
their leadership the following charges met with some success. 
First Church Burlington, Harrison Avenue, Batavia, Bethel on the 
Birmingham Charge, Burlington Circuit, Sperry, Mt. Pleasant 
West, and a number of others. At Grace Church, Burlington, the 
pastor was assisted by the Monkman Brothers, members of our 
conference. They had a very good meeting but not as far reach- 
ing in results as desired. I think however that when the records 
for the year have been completed it will be found that we have had 
quite a loss of membership on the District, to be accounted for 
mainly by removals to other portions of the country and to the 
efforts of pastors and church boards to clean up their roll of mem- 
bership. Many of our churches are carrying a large class of 
members whose membership does not mean anything to them, to 
the church, or to the world, and so there is a laudable disposition 
to get rid of the dead and worthless timber. It is my firm belief, 
however, that the efforts of pastors and people now should be to 
push the revival work, and make that that the supreme task. 

Building and Improvements.— While there has not been as 



much building as in some former years the charges have been 
looking after the temporal affairs. 

After long and vexatious delays Mount Pleasant First Church 
is in process of erection, but will not be ready for dedication be- 
fore next spring. 

Santa Fe Avenue, Ft. Madison, has the foundation in for its 
new church, but the contract has not .been let for the superstruc- 
ture. The pastor is now pushing the subscriptions, with some 
degree of success. 

Sandridge church on the Sperry charge was dedicated on De- 
cember 4 by Dr. Schell, and with the subscriptions taken before 
dedication by the pastor and those secured by Dr. Schell on dedi- 
cation day, and the $50 donated by the Church Extension Society, 
the church is free from debt. 



Asbury on the Burlington Circuit is being remodeled at a cost 
of $1000 or more. Subscriptions for the $1000 has been taken by 
the pastor. 

Shiloh, . on the Burlington Circuit, which was reported last year 
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as in process of repairs, was completed, and reopened on October 
2 by Dr. J. W. Potter, assisted by Drs. Allen and Lambert and the 
pastor. The cost of the repairs was $2400, $1240 of which was 
raised by Dr. Potter on reopening day to complete the cost. 

Fairfield First Church has improved her church and parsonage 
property by sidewalks, paint and frescoing to the amount of $800. 

Morning Sun has beautified the interior of their church at a 
cost of about $700. 

The following charges have put on churche and parsonage 
improvements ranging in cost from $50 to $500; Batavia, Birming- 
ham, West Point, Grace Burlingfton, Libertyville, Montrose, Stock- 
port, Mt. Pleasant Circuit and Fairfield. 

Keokuk has reduced the debt on her property from something 
over $16000 to about $11000, ten thousand of which has two years 
yet to run. 

Mt. Sterling has wiped out her old parsonage debt and some 
incidental debts amounting in all to $475. 

Salaries.— The ministerial support has been increased on the 
District about $1000. In only one case was the salary reduced and 
that was at Harrison Avenue, Burlington. This was necessitated 
by the removal of one man who contributed $200. 

In a very few instances the pastors will not get their salaries in 
full. I believe the time has come to make the deficiency on salary 
a debt against the church property, and so take away this easy 
way of repudiation of a just obligation. I am glad to say how- 
ever, that as a rule the laymen are showing a disposition to pay 
better wages, and to see that it is paid in full. 

Benevolences.— The Benevolent interests have been faithfully 
looked after by our pastors, but because of stormy Sabbaths and 
a long dry season there is liable to be a small shrinkage from last 
year in some of the charges, while others I think will show some 
increase though possibly not sufficient to overcome the shrinkage. 

Sabbath Schools.— Our pastors and people are very faithful 
as a rule in guarding the Sabbath school interests of the church. 
In organization and in soliciting of new students our people keep 
faithful guard over our young people and any others who have no 
church home. The schools on the District as a whole are doing 
most efficient work. No large number of them as yet are using 
the graded system. 

Epworth League.— In many places the League is still a 
strong helper to the pastors in caring for the religious life of the 
young people. In some few places I am afraid pastors and 
churches are not awake to their responsibilities and privileges in 
regard to the young' people of the church. In June we held a con- 
vention at First Church, Burlington, which was largely attended 
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and I hope will prove stimulating to League interests. Drs. 
Sheets and George Heber Jones were present and gave inspiring 
missionary addresses. 

Brotherhood.— There are a few Brotherhood chapters that 
are doing most efficient work, and in every way proving their 
adaptability to build up the interests of the charge in general. 
There are a few that have had just life enough to have a banquet. 
I am afraid that many of our pastors do not as yet realize the pos- 
sibilities for good in this organization. I regard the pastors abil- 
ity to get hold of men and hold them for the church and church 
work the test of his capacity for pastoral work in this peculiar 
age in which we are living. Dr. Thompson was present at four 
different places in the District, Mediapolis, Ft. Madison First, 
Burlington First, and Fairfield, where we held conventions in the 
interest of this work, and did us most excellent service. 

The Ladies’ Aid.— The Ladies Aid is continuing to lead in 
caring for certain church expenses, paying old debts, and in some 
instances making sure the pastor getting his salary. 

College.— The last year in our college was one of marked suc- 
cess. I believe it to have been the best since I have been connect- 
ed with the conference, and what is even more hopeful than that 
is the present prospect for the coming year. It would seem now 
that we are to have a great many more students the coming year 
than we had last. The President and Faculty ffiave been faithful 
in labor to build for us a stronger and better school. Pastors are 
energetic in trying to get their young people into the school and 
to secure the full apportionment. 

Permanent Fund.— Brother J. C. Kendrick is ever alert on be- 
half of our Superannuates, and is getting a hearing from the peo- 
ple. 

Iowa Anti-Saloon League. — The organization under the 
leadership of Brother C. S. Cooper has been rendering most effi- 
cient service this year throughout this part of the conference. We 
trust his good work may go forward until Burlington, Ft. Madison 
and Keokuk will be as free from the saloon curse as is Ottumwa 
today. 

Home-Finding Associations.— The agents of these organiza- 
tions are doing a most valuable work in looking after the needy 
and helpless children of our communities. 

Hospitals.— The agents of these institutions have been faith- 
ful in presenting the claims of these institutions upon our people, 
and I believe they have been fairly successful in their solicitations. 

Now while I believe in all these interests I must confess that I 
think the conference has been rather generous in giving so many 
different institutions the right of way in our pulpits. Some other 
method should be found than the turning our pulpits for so many

Sabbaths of the year into money solicitation. When we take these 
on the top of what we call the regular collections and the Woman’s 
Home and Foreign Societies we have a large percent of the Sab- 
baths of the year taken up with special collections. Our people 
have a right to complain that they can scarcely go to church to 
worship any more. It is mostly for a collection. 

District Conference.— We held two sessions of the confer- 
ence, at Fort Madison First church, on October 30 and November 
the 1st, and at Birmingham on the 17th and 18th of July. They 
were both very helpful. At the latter, Warren J. Phillips and Ed- 
ward R. Bartlett were recommended to the traveling connection. 

I am not unmindful of the fact that the success of the District 
work rests nearly entirely with the efficiency and faithfulness of 
the pastors, and so what ever success has come this year belongs 
nearly entirely unto them. I am grateful therefore to the pastors 
and the people for the many kindnesses I have received this year 
at their hands, and devoutly thankful to God for the degree of 
health that myself and family have enjoyed, and that I have been 
able to get to ^11 my conferences with the exception of about five.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: In presenting my fourth report to 

the conference, I do so with increased gratitude to God for his amaz- 
ing grace and blessed goodness to me and the work under my care. 

At the close of last conference session every charge was provided 
with a pastor except Buffalo, but in a short time Dr. J. A. Burchett, of 
Davenport, was secured to serve it, but he discontinued after about 
six months service, and since then no regular preaching has been held 
in that church. 

Almost immediately after last conference Brother C. H. Myers 
was transferred from Marengo to Boone, Iowa, in the Des Moines Con- 
ference, and Dr. J. P. Morley, of that Conference, was transferred to 
the Iowa Conference and stationed at Marengo by Bishop Wilson. 

Brother Morley has done fine work there, holding two very successful 
revival meetings, with many accessions to the church. Brother Mor- 
ley has been elected to the chair of Philosophy in Simpson College and 
will ask the Bishop to appoint him to that position. We welcome him 
among us, even though his pastoral service has been so brief. 

Early in the year Brother W. L. Fry was transferred to the Califor- 
nia Conference and stationed at Dunsmuir, by Bishop Hughes, which 
would have made a vacancy at Letts, had I not been fortunate in get- 
ting Brother T. F. Barker to come to Letts to the great joy and profit 
of the church. Brother Barker has had a very successful year, but 
has been greatly bereaved in the death of two of his children. Little 
Mary died of scarlet fever in the winter, and Christina died in June. 
The whole church and community very deeply sympathize with Bro- 
ther and Sister Barker in this unusual stroke of sorrow. 

Brother and Sister Alfred Barker, of Victor, have also suffered the 
loss of their little baby boy, three weeks old.

Early in the spring the wife of Brother A. L, Jordon, after many 
months of delicate neaii-, v/ciit to KeokuK to tne Grauam nospiiai, and 
after a long sicknss, departed this life in April. Sister Jordan was 
greatly beloved of the people at Riverside where Brother Jordan is pas- 
tor, and her death was felt as personal bereavement to them. To broth- 
er Jordan the shock was so severe, the illness so protracted, that he 
was also sick from exhaustion and sorrow; and out of regard for the 
work, he thought for awhile of relinquishing his work; but his people 
were loth to give him up, and persuaded him to hold on, but gave him 
a vacation, till he should judge himself able to resume work. He was 
soon able to go on again, and has finished his second year. Brother 
Jordan took up preaching at the old Richmond church; the church has 
been repaired and a Sunday School started with favorable prospects for 
good results. 

At Amish, Brother W. J. Scott closes his fourth year. There has 
been good and healthy growth in Church and Sunday School on this 
four point work this year. Brother Scott has succeeded in pleas- 
ing and satisfying four churches for four years, which is equal to sat- 
isfying one Church for sixteen years. 

At Ainsworth, Brother J. A. Glendinning is closing his second year. 
He held a very fine revival this year, with the assistance of Bros. E. J. 
Shook and Lloyd Tennant, and the Qr. Conference increased the salary 
$250, and the Church there is in splendid condition. 

At Brighton, Brother T. S. Pool is closing his first year, with a 
good revival to his credit. All the preachers know the difficulties 
Brother Pool had to face there, but the Church received him gladly, 
and he met the problems bravely and tactfully, with the help of God 
and the Church members there. 

At Columbus Junction, Brother A. W. Gillilan is closing his first 
year. Our people have increased the salary $100 this year, and have 
made extensive improvements on the Church, and laid concrete side- 
walk all about the Church and parsonage, costing several hundreds of 
dollars. We welcome Brother Gillilan among us from the Minnesota 
Conference. 

At Crawfordsville, Brother A. B. Hightshoe is in very high favor, 
closing his second year. About $100 is added to the salary here this 
year and our people, led by the pastor are building a new and comfort- 
able parsonage-— a feature greatly needed there for a long time past. 
Bro. Hightshoe has had two good revivals this year, and the charge is in 
good condition. 

At Grandview, Brother E. Madrigal is closing his first year. He is 
a Local Preacher employed to supply. He has done good work — I 
might say splendid, for that adjective describes it best. He has not 
only looked after the work of the charge, but he has done some work 
among the Mexicans and Italians, at work on the railroad there, being 
able to speak the Spanish and the Italian as well as the French and 
English. Several of these laborers were blessedly converted through 
Bro. Madrigal’s “conversaciony oraciones” as they say it. The Quar- 
terly Conference and the District Conference have recommended Bro- 
ther Madirgal for Admission on Trial in the Iowa Conference. Four 
years ago Grandview paid only $200 or less, to the pastor, now they 
fix the salary at $650.00. Extensive improvements in the form of con- 
crrete side-walks have been made along by the church, and the charge 
is in good condition. 

Guernsey is a new charge, born of the circumstances incident to 
the changes made in the merging of five districts into four, two years 
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ago. It is still in the experimental stage. Brother L. C. Moore, a Local 
Preacher has supplied it this year. He has faithfully served the peo- 
ple, and they have increased the salary $50 and house-rent. Brother 
Moore is recommended by the Quarterly and the District Conferences 
for Admission on Trial in the Annual Conference. 

At Kalona, Brother W. S. Moore is closing his second year. Ka- 
lona has been blessed again this year with gracious revivals and the 
Quarterly Conference has increased the pastor’s salary about $300. 
Four years ago, this charge is reported in the Conference Journal as 
paying only $291 cash to the pastor, now the cash salary is about $1100. 
The charge is in fine condition. 

At Keota, Brother J/ F. Robertson is closing his sixth year and it 
has been the best year of the entire six. The Church is in better con- 
dition than ever, in all respects. They have increased the pastor’s 
salary this year over $200, and had the best revival of many years. 
Brother Robertson is a faithful pastor, a tireless worker, and a splen- 
did preacher ; and everything is hopeful and very encouraging at Keota. 

At Koszta, Brother Thomas Reese, a Local Preacher, has supplied 
all this year, and has done good and faithful work. He is recommend- 
ed by the Quarterly Conference and the District Conference, to the 
Annual Conference for Admission on Trial. They increased the sal- 
ary this year $100, had a good revival, and repaired and beautified the 
Church at a cost of some hundreds of dollars, at Koszta. 

At Ladora, Brother Thomas Rowe is finishing his second year. 
He had a revival in the early part of the year, but there has been an 
unusual amount of sickness and death in the town and community, 
which has depressed the spirit and courage of the Church at Ladora. 
But Brother Rowe is in high esteem with all the people, and has done 
heroic and faithful work. Our people at Ladora are struggling against 
conditions in many ways, that would utterly discourage a less brave 
and noble band. 

At Letts, mentioned above, the Quarterly Conference increased the 
salary $50 this year making it $1000 and house. Four yeafs ago Letts 
and Grandview together paid $900, now they pay $1650. Brother Bar- 
ker is greatly beloved by his people. 

At Lexington, Brother F. W. Carwell is closing his second year. 
Our people at Lexington are a good and heroic people, and have in the 
past four years increased the cash salary from $550 to $800. It is all 
country work, and Brother Carwell has done fine service there in reviv- 
als, pastoral labors and preaching. 

At Lone Tree, Brother David Phillips is closing his fourth year. 
There are six men in my District whom Bishop Cranston appointed to 
their present places four years ago. I think these appointments show 
something wise. Bishop, or in my beloved predecessor, Bro. W. G. 
Thorn, or in both. This year the Quarterly Conference added a $100 
to the salary of Bro. Phillips, and the love, esteem and confidence of 
the whole community, and the charge is in the best condition, and the 
saloons are driven out of the town. 

Marengo, has been mentioned already, and we are glad to wel- 
come Bro. Morley, the pastor, to our Conference. He is highly es- 
teemed by his people. 

At Millersburg, Bro. C. L. Rubottom is closing his second year. 
He has done hard work in discouraging environments. Millers- 
burg is an old recusitated, two point Circuit, with a parsonage at Mil- 
lersburg, and in this small town there are three churches, one Catho- 
lic and two Methodist — ours and a Protestant Methodist Church. Bro. 
Rubottom has done the most heroic work against the sorest odds, of

any man in my district. But there is a great chance for some man 
to go forward with the work there begun. 

At Muscatine First Church, Brother L. M. Grigsby is closing his 
first year. It , was certainly providential, that Dr. Grigsby was ap- 
pointed to this Church. Our heroic people here are building a new and 
splendid church edifice on one of the finest sites of the city, and Dr. 
Grigsby has long ago proved himself the very man for this work. In 
the First Church we have a fine body of about eight hundred members, 
a splendid Sunday School, Epworth League, Junior League, Ladies’ 
Aid Society and Home and Foreign Missionary societies, all deeply 
interested in the new church building and Dr. Grigsby is a born leader 
and a splendid preacher. There has been growth in all departments 
of the church work, and the Quarterly Conference increased the sal- 
ary $300. In July the corner stone of the new Church was laid with 
impressive and very inspiring ceremonies, by Bishop McIntyre, as- 
sisted by Dr. E. A, Schell, Dr. Grigsby and the District Superintendent. 
The building is of dressed Bedford stone, and is already well along in 
construction. It is in size one hundred and eight feet square. Some 
time in the ensuing year this magnificent church will be dedicated, and 
I estimate that the building, furnishing and ground will be worth about 
$ 100 , 000 . 00 . 

During the last two months, the pastor, has, through the infirmity 
of the flesh, been compelled to step aside for awhile and rest. But all 
are hoping for him the speediest return to perfect health. 

On Muscatine North Circuit, Brother E. W. Stodghill is closing his 
first year. Bro. Stodghill supplied this Circuit the last Quarter of last 
year, and was so acceptable to the charge that he was returned to it 
this year, and has done fine work keeping all the interests of the charge 
in good working order. This is a three point Circuit, one church in 
the city and two in the country, the parsonage being in the city of 
Muscatine. Considerable repairs have been done in and about the 
parsonage, in placing of concrete sidewalks. Bro. Stodghill and his 
wife, whom he brought into the parsonage this year, are both in very 
high favor with the people, and they increased the salary $75 this year, 
over what was paid last year. 

At Muscatine South Circuit, Brother H. W. Munster is closing his 
first year. The Quarterly Conference increased the salary $75 this 
year, and our people at both churches on this charge have had a good 
year’s service, notwithstanding the great strike in the button industry 
which affected our Musserville church more than it did any other 
Methodist church in the city. Bro. Munster was very thoughtful and 
tactful, under the strenuous and critical situations that confronetd him. 
Good revivals have been held with good results, and all the interests 
of the charge have been looked after in a faithful manner. 

At Nichols, Brother R. T. Richards is closing his first full year. 
He was transferred to Iowa Conference last year, three months before 
its close, and has served Nichols fifteen months, w’ith great efficiency. 
The Quarterly Conference increased the salary this year $100 by way of 
house rent, making it $700 and house rent. A new church has been 
built this year at Gladwin, and attached to Nichols Circuit, This 
church was dedicated in March by Dr. U. S. Smith, of Washington. 
The value of this church is about $1000. This makes Nichols a four 
point Circuit, which is too large, and it is unsatisfactory, to the preach- 
er and the people. We must find some adjustment so as to give these 
churches more satisfactory service. The Nichols Church very delight- 
fully entertained the District Conference this year. 
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At North English, Brother J. E. Corley is closing his second year, 
with the charge in the best condition it has had for years. Bro, Corley 
has had a fine revival, which increased the church, the Sunday School 
and the Epworth League. Our Epworth League District Convention 
was held this year at North English, and it was in all ways a very 
great success, many of the pastors say they can not remember ever 
attending a better convention of the kind. 

At Oakville, Brother H. E. Butler is dosing his first year. He has 
held three revivals, and greatly strengthened the three churches on 
this Circuit, in membership and spiritual vigor. At Oakville, under 
the leadership of Bro. Butler, our brethren have remodeled the Church 
entirely, raised it up three or four feet, moved it back in a better posi- 
tion on the site, made basement rooms under all of it, put three new 
large art-glass windows in it, and re-seated and re-paintcd it. The 
Quarterly Conference increased the pastor’s salary $160. The condi- 
tion of the charge is very hopeful. 

At Oxford, Brother F. A. Smith fs closing his first year. He is a 
fine preacher, good pastor and the work of the year has gone along 
delightfully, and the people and the pastor are rejoicing over the ban- 
ishment of the saloons from the town. 

At Sweetland, Bro. W. E. Berg is closing his first year. Bro. Berg 
has had a very good and successful year, and the people are more 
hopeful than for some years. This is a four point Circuit, all in the 
country except Moscow, on the railroad. At Sweetland, where the 
parsonage is, there will soon be an interurban road running from 
Muscatine to Davenport, which will render Sweetland a more acces- 
sible and desirable place for a preacher to live. 

At Tiffin, Brother R. J. Fisher is closing his second year. Tiffin 
is a two point Circuit in two towns, both places desirous of preaching 
twice each Sabbath, but of course this is impossible to one pastor. 
Under the direction of Bro. Fisher the church at Tiffin has been re- 
modeled so it looks like a new church, inside and out. About $2000 
have been put in this enterprise. 

At Victor Brother A. H. Barker is closing his first year. Two 
years ago Victor became a station, with a parsonage. There has been 
an increase of $30 in the pastor’s salary this year, and Bro. Barker has 
had a very successful year, and the charge is in good condition, and 
th-3 pas1(;r is in high favor with the people. 

At Wilton, Brother W. H. Dillon is closing his second year, and the 
Church is in fine condition, the best that it has enjoyed for several 
years. Bro. Dillon is a good, evangelistic preacher, a tireless pastor, 
and an all around diligent worker. Quite a number of accessions 
have come into the church, and the life of the church is on the upward 
trend. A new furnace has been placed in the parsonage to the great 
comfort of the occupants. 

At Williamsburg, Brother E. C. Brooks is closing his second year. 
Tbe church building has been painted outside, and re-papered inside, 
and the seats and inside wood-work re-varnished, and other minor re- 
pairs m.ade, so it looks like a new church. Some repairs have also 
been made on the parsonage. The Official Board asked Bro. Brooks 
to raise the money for these repairs, and he went at it and in a short 
time had several hundreds of dollars which was expended in the work. 
The people of Williamsburg, regardless of denomination, are unqual- 
ified in their praise of Bro. Brooks as a preacher and as a pastor and 
willing worker. The charge is in fine spiritual condition, well organ- 
zed for efficient work. 

At West Liberty, Brother H. B. Scoles is closing his second year. 
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Here, at present, we have the best equipped church building in the 
District. And th« Church is moving forward under the pastorate of 
Bro. Sccles in good shape, the Sunday School is larger than ever in 
its history, the Epworth League, the prayer meeting, the Class meet- 
ings, all are in fine condition, and Brother Scoles has fine congrega- 
tions. 

At West Chester, Brother C. E. Baumgarten is closing his third 
year. This is a three point Circuit, but under Bro. Baumgarten’s pas- 
torate it has grown so it is asking for more service at West Chester, 
and steps are being taken to put one of the points on Lexington Cir- 
cuit, This ought to be done. Brother Baumgarten is a fine preacher, 
pastor, singer, pianist, and organizer of his work, and is in high favor 
with the people, and our work there is in fine condition. 

At Wellman, Brother P. H. Hawk is closing his fourth year. Just 
at the close of last year Dr. Hawk had a very interesting union revival 
meeting which finished up on Conference Sunday. About thirty-five 
accessions came to the Wellman Church from this meeting. Dr. Hawk 
is a very fine preacher and lecturer, and the Quarterly Conference has 
increased his salary $300 during his pastorate. Our District motto is, 
“As much for Benevolences as for Salary.” And Wellman is one of 
the Churches in my District that has reached that figure. Last year’s 
Conference Treasurer’s Report shows that Wellman Church paid $1424 
total Benevolences, while the cash salary was but $1200. The church 
and parsonage have been repaired to the value of several hundreds 
of dollars. 

At Washington, Brother U. S. Smith is closing his fourth year. 
Dr. Smith conducted his own revival meetings this year, doing all the 
preaching with very great and satisfactory results. The membership 
at Washington has been steadily increasing during Dr. Smith’s pastor- 
ate, till now there are over a thousand members. The church will not 
seat comfortably over seven hundred, it has been too small for several 
years, and they have determined to build a new church. They have 
bought a site, and started subscriptions, already amounting to about 
$ — 000. The Quarterly Conference unanimously ask that Bro. Smith 
be returned to them next year. Washington is another Church that 
pays more to Benevolences than to the pastor’s salary. Last year it 
paid $580 more to all Benevolences than cash salary. Dr. Smith is in 
high favor, and the charge is in splendid condition. 

At Wapello, Brother J. E. Newsom is closing his fifth year, and 
our people there are puzzled to know what to do to accommodate the 
growing congregation and the Sunday school. They very much need 
more room. Bro. Newsom is a great preacher, a tireless pastor and a 
fine organizer, and with all, evangelistic. The men and women of the 
church say they never had a better preacher, and I am confident that 
there is no better organized Sunday School in the state of Iowa than 
can be seen in Bro. Newsom’s Church at Wapello. The condition of 
the Church in all departments is first class, and there is every reason 
to hope and take courage. 

Our preachers and people, along with other religious bodies, have 
stood up like soldiers of the Cross, against the rum traffic, and they 
have driven the saloon from every town in the Muscatine district, 
where we have a preacher. 

May God speed the day when a moral, and religious, and civil 
triumph shall sweep the curse of intoxicating drink clear off the 
face of our Earth.

To the Bishop and members of the Iowa Conference. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: I bring you this, my third annual 

Report as District Superintendent of Oskaloosa District with grateful 
acknowledgment of the hearty co-operation and cordial welcome ac- 
corded me by both ministers and laymen throughout the year in all 
my visits and labors in all the charges of the district, and with devout 
thanksgiving to our Heavenly Father for health and strength for the 
year’s labors. 

Pastors and Families. 

A few changes were made necessary following the adjournment of 
conference, and these with the supplies left to be appointed were made 
as follows; James Priestnal, believing that an adequate support could 
not be obtained on the Ollie charge accepted an appointment within the 
Ottumwa district and the Ollie charge was left to be supplied, and un- 
fortunately has had three supplies during the year, the last of whom, 
Edwin Bartlett, a student of the Iowa Wesleyan, has for the limited 
time he has served the charge rendered excellent service. J. P. Cum- 
mins appointed to the What Cheer charge refused to go to the appoint- 
ment and was transferred out of the conference and very fortunately 
I secured the transfer of G. L. Minear from the Missouri conference 
back to the Iowa conference and his appointment to What Cheer where 
his pastorate has proven most efficient and given the greatest satisfac- 
tion to the people. Supplies were appointed as follows: Thos. C. Ken- 
nedy to Barnes City, A. A. Heath to Beacon, E. O. Rankin to Ewart, and 
W. N. Hall to Tracey, all of whom have rendered faithful service in 
their charges. The Knoxville circuit, on account of the failure of the 
Des Moines conference to transfer two appointments which had been 
offered on condition of organizing the circuit, was discontinued and H. 
C. Dole appointed to that circuit was allowed to serve the Washington 
church in the Iowa conference and the two churches in the Des Moines 
conference under the supervision of the Chariton district. The Sully 
appointment, owing to a misunderstanding between the church there 
and the State President of the Methodist Protestant Church, was dis- 
continued and the pastor, A. B. Courtney, was permitted to remain 
< and serve the church under the supervision of the Methodist Protest- 

ant Church, or Conference. At the recent session of the conference of 
I’ that Church, however, the transfer of that church to the Methodist 

Episcopal Church has on certain conditions that I am confident will 
' easily be met, the conditions being in brief that they be allowed $600.00 

I for the property, half of which is to be paid by a parsonage fund now 

' in the hands of the Board of Trustees and by them to be applied on the 

payment for the church property. I recommend that the transfer be 
accepted under the Paragraph 45, page 466 of the Discipline. The con- 
ditions will be fully stated and explained when the acceptance of the 
transfer is before the conference. 

All the pastors entered upon their fields of labor promptly after 
appointment and have labored faithfully for the best and largest pos- 
sible results, both in the temporal and spiritual interests of the Church. 
While possibly mistakes have been made in some instances as to meth- 
ods, and the most opportune time for reaching the largest results, I 
am fully persuaded that each has done what he believed to be the best 
1 under the circumstances. While we have not been favored with any 

marked revivals yet a genuine revival spirit has been manifested and 
I revival efforts have been put forth untiringly by the pastors and good 

results have followed these efforts both in the way of conversions and 
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additions to the Church in almost all of the charges. I am also per- 
suaded that the churches of the district were never in better prepara- 
tory condition for revivals and looking forward with larger expectancy 
than at the present time. In view of that condition prevailing over the 
district a movement has been inaugurated looking to the appointment 
of a district evangelist,, and the District Superintendent has been in- 
structed to appoint a committee of five pasors and five laymen to plan 
a campaign and put the revival movement into action if the appoint- 
ment of an evangelist is effected. 

The pastors and families have been graciously preserved from ser- 
ious sickness and bereavement with but one exception, that of the 
parsonage home at Ewart which came under the shadow of a sad be- 
reavement through the son being accidentally kicked by a horse, and, 
though for a day or two thought not to be seriously injured, suddenly 
tetanus or lockjaw set in, and in spite of all that could be done to re- 
lieve the little sufferer, he passed away. The family though deeply 
sorrowing were blessedly sustained by the “God of all grace,” and have 
been able to say, “'T’he Lord gave and the Lord hath taken away, 
blessed be the name of the Lord.” In addition to all the other homes 
having been graciously shielded from affliction and bereavement three 
of them have been gladdened with additions to the households, viz., 
Barnes City with a son, Eddyville with a daughter, and What Cheer 
with a son, and each home is, and has reason to be, proud of the little 
newcomer. 

SPECIAL CASES — W. P, Stoddard, appointed from this district as 
Financial Agent of the Iowa Methodist Hospital, and still, we are glad 
to say, making his home within the bounds of the district, has proven 
himself so efficient in the work that his appointment has been re- 
quested for another year. I. O. Kemble, serving as Assistant Pastor 
of the Central church in Oskaloosa will, at his own request, ask of the 
conference a change of relation to the Supernumerary relation. L. A. 
Crull, who has given faithful and eficient service to our church at Mal- 
com, will, greatly to the disappointment and regret of his people whom 
he has served with such acceptability, be compelled on account of 
failing health to retire from the effective ranks and ask for Supernum- 
erary relation, and I ask that his case shall be referred to the Board 
of Stewards for consideration. Richard Breeden will ask that he be 
made effective and appointed to a charge or Mission in Wyoming, where 
he is now serving a charge. The special cases of Thos. C. Kennedy, 
who has been serving on the Barnes City charge, and Albert Courtney, 
serving on the Sully charge, both of them coming to us from the 
Friends’ Church with the best of recommendations, with all the author- 
ity in connection with the ministry that that Church can give, and with 
experience and educational qualifications fully equaling that required 
for admission into the Conference, have been recommended for recep-- 
tion into the Conference and ordination as Deacons. These cases will 
be before you for consideration at the proper time. George A. Monk- 
man, desiring to better prepare himself for his work, will ask to be 
left without appointment to attend one of our schools and will go from 
the seat of the conference to enter upon his work at Garrett Biblical 
Institute. 

Miss Carrie B. Plasterer, a deaconess from the Chicago Training 
school has rendered efficient service throughout the year and will re- 
turn to us from her vacation at the opening of the conference year. 

J. C. W. Coxe, on account of affliction, will request his relation to 
be changed to Superannuate.* 
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Church Building, Improvements, Etc. 

While there has been general activity in the way of churches and 
parsonages, putting them in excellent repair as to comfort, attractive- 
ness, and service, in way of painting, heating, and remodeling, ranging 
from a few dollars up into the hundreds that would include all the 
charges yet a few have been extensive enough to merit special mention. 
The new church at South English on the Webster charge reported at the 
last session as in process of building, was completed early in the year 
and dedicated by Dr. Edwin A. Schell, President of Iowa Wesleyan, un- 
der whose leadership the total amount of the cost was provided for and 
is being paid with commendable promptness. The church and parson- 
age at Eddyville have undergone extensive improvements in way of a 
new barn, repainting of the parsonage, completing concrete sidewalks, 
excavating and building a basement of several rooms under the church 
frescoing of the church, enlarging the choir loft, and placing a bell in 
the bellfry of the church, costing altogether over $2,000.00, all of which 
was raised by> Dr. Schell at the re-opening of the church. The church 
at Bussey has been so completely built over that it is in fact rather 
a new church than the old one remodeled and will be when completed, 
one of the attractive churches of the district. It will cost, when com- 
pleted, about,$3,000.00 most of which has been subscribed. It is hoped 
to have this ready for dedication some time in October or November. 
The largest church building in the district is in New Sharon, where a 
new church to cost some $12,000.00 is rapidly progressing, and will be 
completed and ready for dedication by the holidays. Our church there 
has been very fortunate in purchasing two lots in the heart of the town, 
including a house that has been remodeled into a comfortable parson- 
age and the new church is being erected on the corner lot adjoining the 
parsonage. The old parsonage property has been sold and the old church 
will be put on the market as soon as the new one is ready for occu- 
pancy. The location of the new church is undoubtedly the best in the 
place and the new building enterprise has awakened a spirit of enthus- 
iasm and confidence in the membership of the church and in the com- 
munity that promises much for the future of Methodism in New Shar- 
on. Already there are whispers of confidence that within the next few 
years they may venture to invite the conference to be their guests. The 
church at Brooklyn ha splaced in the organ loft a beautiful pipe or- 
gan, costing over $2,000.00 and paid for. Other improvements have 
been the re-papering and re-seating of the church at Reasnor, at a cost 
of several hundred dollars, new heating system in the Beulah church 
on the Barnes City work and new piano, and lighting system in the 
Barnes City church with extensive improvements on the Bethel Grove 
church of the same charge; furnace under the Harvey church, fur- 
nace under the Fairview church on the Lacey charge. The Grey 
church, Eddyville charge, was sold and the proceeds applied on the 
Eddyville church. 

Finances, Salaries, Benevolences, Etc. 

Special effort has been made each year to introduce a better finan- 
cial system over the district in way of raising the Ministerial Support 
and while partial success has resulted, there is yet room for improve- 
ment. I am confident that results will show the salaries more nearly 
paid in full than ever before, but in spite of all the efforts put forth 
there will be reported some deficiencies. While I am confident that 
the pastors have labored diligently and faithfully to raise all the ben- 
evolences, and where at all possible in full, and shall be surprised if 
in the aggregate the district shall show* any decrease, yet in some in- 
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stances, it has been impossible to raise all that was hoped earlier in 
the year, owing to the continued and excessive drought throughout a 
part of the district. I believe, however, that the pastors have done 
their duty toward all these claims, including the Iowa Wesleyan and 
General Conference expenses and where any seeming failure shall 
occur, it has been the unfortunate mistake of deferring the collection 
until too late in the year, especially this year, when the drought made 
it impossible to collect what otherwise would have been possible. 

In all our charges where the Aid Society is organized it has proven 
a great help in our church work, both in way of keeping the churches, 
and parsonages in good repair, and in not a few instances, helping lib- 
erally on the pastor’s salary. 

CoNFERENCE.S, COXVENTIONvS, EtC. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held during the year, 
the first at Oskaloosa in the fall, soon after conference, and the second 
at Knoxville in June in conjunction with the Ep worth League conven- 
tion. Each of these was well attended and of special interest. An 
action taken at the first one in adopting a set of resolutions which have 
awakened so many inquiries, called forth so much comment, and evi- 
dently been so greatly misunderstood that I ask special attention to a 
statement of the facts as they occurred. Resolutions were introduced 
by Dr. E. H. Waring, which in the preliminary stated the action of the 
Annual Conference relative to the change of the name of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University, and the consenting of the Board of Trustees per- 
petuating itself, and then followed the resolutions asking the Oskaloosa 
District conference to record its protest to such action being carried 
into effect. While the motion to adopt the resolutions was pending, 
the chair stated to the conference that not having been present in the 
session of the Annual Conference, when the action referred to was 
taken, he knew almost nothing about it and asked that action upon 
the resolutions be deferred until the next session of the District Con- 
ference, when the President of the Iowa Wesleyan could be present 
and could explain the purpose of the action of the Annual Conference. 
Answer was made by the brother introducing the resolutions that be- 
fore the next session of the District Conference the Board of Trustees 
would hold two sessions and it would then be too late to enter any 
protest. On the strength of that statement, a motion afterward made to 
lay the resolutions on the able was defeated and the resolutions were 
adopted by a small majority. The impression has gone out and gained 
currency that the above action of the District Conference was the result 
of a lack of sympathy with the Iowa Wesleyan, which is to my per- 
sonal knowledge, wide of the mark. I know the men who advocated 
the action and know that the Iowa Wesleyan has no truer or more 
loyal friends and supporters than they, and in the effort to have the 
action deferred, I had but one purpose, and that was to give the. Pres- 
ident of Iowa Wesleyan the privilege to be present and defend the 
action of the Conference, for which he was responsible and the pur- 
pose of which I knew nothing. The report or rumor that action was 
taken by the District Conference refusing to make apportionments for 
the Iowa Wesleyan, is utterly without foundation. I am confident that 
the reports from the Oskaloosa district considering its remoteness from 
the college, the necessarily comparatively small service received from 
the representatives of the institution, and the fact that we are sup- 
porting on account of their location four institutions of higher educa- 
tion within the hounds of the district, will show that no other set of 
preachers have been or are more loyal to our Iowa Wesleyan or have 
labored more faithfully for its upbuilding, or welcomed its representa- 
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Church Building, Improvements, Etc.

I was raised by Dr. Schell at the re-opening of the church. The church 

at Bussey has been so completely built over that It is in fact rather 
J a new church than the old one remodeled and will be when completed, 

t one of the attractive churches of the district. It will cost, when com- 

I pleted, about,$3,000.00 most of which has been subscribed. It is hoped 

] to have this ready for dedication some time in October or November. 

The largest church building in the district is in New Sharon, where a 
^ new church to cost some $12,000.00 is rapidly progressing, and will be 

» completed and ready for dedication by the holidays. Our church there 

I has been very fortunate in purchasing two lots in the heart of the town, 

I including a house that has been remodeled into a comfortable parson- 

I age and the new church is being erected on the corner lot adjoining the 

I parsonage. The old parsonage property has been sold and the old church 

1 will be put on the market as soon as the new one is ready for occu- 

pancy. The location of the new church is undoubtedly the best in the 
place and the new building enterprise has awakened a spirit of enthus- 
iasm and confidence in the membership of the church and in the com- 
munity that promises much for the future of Methodism in New Shar- 
on. Already there are whispers of confidence that within the next few 
years they may venture to invite the conference to be their guests. The 
church at Brooklyn ha splaced in the organ loft a beautiful pipe or- 
gan, costing over $2,000.00 and paid for. Other improvements have 
been the re-papering and re-seating of the church at Reasnor, at a cost 
of several hundred dollars, new heating system in the Beulah church 
on the Barnes City work and new piano, and lighting system in the 
Barnes City church with extensive improvements on the Bethel Grove 
church of the same charge; furnace under the Harvey church, fur- 
nace under the Fairview church on the Lacey charge. The Grey 
church, Eddyville charge, was sold and the proceeds applied on the 
Eddyville church. 

Finances, Salaries, Benevolences, Etc. 

Special effort has been made each year to introduce a better finan- 
cial system over the district in way of raising the Ministerial Support 
and while partial success has resulted, there is yet room for improve- 
ment. I am confident that results will show the salaries more nearly 
paid in full than ever before, but in spite of all the efforts put forth 
there will be reported some deficiencies. While I am confident that 
the pastors have labored diligently and faithfully to raise all the ben- 
evolences, and where at all possible in full, and shall be surprised if 
in the aggregate the district shall show' any decrease, yet in some in- 
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stances, it has been impossible to raise all that was hoped earlier in 
the year, owing to the continued and excessive drought throughout a 
part of the district I believe, however, that the pastors have done 
their duty toward all these claims, including the Iowa Wesleyan and 
General Conference expenses and where any seeming failure shall 
occur, it has been the unfortunate mistake of deferring the collection 
until too late in the year, especially this year, when the drought made 
it* impossible to collect what otherwise would have been possible. 

In all our charges where the Aid Society is organized it has proven 
a great help in our church work, both in way of keeping the churches, 
and parsonages in good repair, and in not a few instances, helping lib- 
erally on the pastor’s salary. 

Conferences, Conventions, Etc. 

Two sessions of the District Conference were held during the year, 
the first at Oskaloosa in the fall, soon after conference, and the second 
at Knoxville in June in conjunction with the Epworth League conven- 
tion. Each of these was well attended and of special interest. An 
action taken at the first one in adopting a set of resolutions which have 
awakened so many inquiries, called forth so much comment, and evi- 
dently been so greatly misunderstood that I ask special attention to a 
statement of the facts as they occurred. Resolutions were introduced 
by Dr. E, H. Waring, which in the preliminary stated the action of the 
Annual Conference relative to the change of the name of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University, and the consenting of the Board of Trustees per- 
petuating itself, and then followed the resolutions asking the Oskaloosa 
District conference to record its protest to such action being carried 
into effect. While the motion to adopt the resolutions was pending, 
the chair stated to the conference that not having been present in the 
session of the Annual Conference, when the action referred to was 
taken, he knew almost nothing about it and asked that action upon 
the resolutions be deferred until the next session of the District Con- 
ference, when the President of the Iowa Wesleyan could be present 
and could explain the purpose of the action of the Annual Conference. 
Answer was made by the brother introducing the resolutions that be- 
fore the next session of the District Conference the Board of Trustees 
would hold two sessions and it would then be too late to enter any 
protest. On the strength of that statement, a motion afterward made to 
lay the resolutions on the able was defeated and the resolutions were 
adopted by a small majority. The impression has gone out and gained 
currency that the above action of the District Conference was the result 
of a lack of sympathy with the Iowa Wesleyan, which is to my per- 
sonal knowledge, wide of the mark. I know the men who advocated 
the action and know that the Iowa Wesleyan has no truer or more 
loyal friends and supporters than they, and in the effort to have the 
action deferred, I had but one purpose, and that was to give the. Pres- 
ident of Iowa Wesleyan the privilege to be present and defend the 
action of the Conference, for which he was responsible and the pur- 
pose of which I knew nothing. The report or rumor that action was 
taken by the District Conference refusing to make apportionments for 
the Iowa Wesleyan, is utterly without foundation. I am confident that 
the reports from the Oskaloosa district considering its remoteness from 
the college, the necessarily comparatively small service received from 
the representatives of the institution, and the fact that we are sup- 
porting on account of their location four institutions of higher educa- 
tion within the bounds of the district, will show that no other set of 
preachers have been or are more loyal to our Iowa Wesleyan or have 
labored more faithfully for its upbuilding, or welcomed its representa- 
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tives to charge and pulpits more cordially than those of the Oskaloosa 
District, The W. H. M, and W. F. M. societies each held enthusias- 
tic conventions at Newton and each organization is doing excellent 
work throughout the district. 

In anticipation of the Twenty-fifth anniversary of Bishop Hughes 
entering the Iowa Conference and the request of the conference that 
the Board of Bishops assign him to the holding of the next session two 
invitations will come to this session for the entertainment of the con- 
ference in 1912, each claiming the right to the honor of entertaining 
the conference upon that anniversary, but as both of them are in the 
Oskaloosa district, and I am required to be partial to neither, and fair 
to both, I will leave to each pastor bringing the invitation to take care 
of his own case and will cheerfully stand by the one that wins out in 
the contest. 

The following recommendations from the District Conference: 
Albert N. Courtney and Thomas C. Kennedy for reception into the Con- 
ference and Deacons orders. William Zabilki and William Odell to be 
received on trial. 

I am glad to be able to say in closing, that the prospect is that 
Oskaloosa District will have but few changes in its pastorates, and 
that with but these few exceptions, it now looks as though the pastors 
will be returned to build next year on the foundations they have been 
laying during the year closing.

Ottumwa District 

Dear Brethren: Owing to the radical change in district boundar- 

ies, by the absorption of the Keokuk District, two years ago, and by 
which the greater part of the Ottumwa District became new territory, 
we are unable to give a summary of our six years work, or compare 
the present with conditions at the beginning. Suffice it to say that dur- 
ing these years 21 church and parsonage properties, either new or 
. reconstructed, have appeared; numerous others have undergone exten- 

! sive repairs, large sums of indebtedness have been liquidated and min- 

isterial support and benevolent claims splendidly advanced. Last, but 
' not least, some eight thousand persons have professed conversion and 

the larger part added to the church, through the faithful ministry and 
Godly pastors and consecrated laymen. 

The past year has been trying, but triumphant. Drouth, such as 
this part of the state never before experienced, burned up the grass 
; and crops alike. At my home, less than three inches of rain has fallen 

since April 1st. In sections of broken country, hundreds of sheep and 
lambs starved. Many of our farmers are renters and these have suf- 
i fered seriously. Again, the western boundary of this District consists 

f of a string of coal-mining camps, seventy miles long. The most of 

j these have been closed since January and hundreds of families have 

! been without work or income. We have 17 churches in these camps, 

I all of which have been more or less seriously affected. The above 

conditions have thoroughly tested the fidelity of pastor and people and 
i drafted heavily on the Superintendent for constant care and service. 
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Notwithstanding our embarrassments, the district has made happy 
advances in nearly all its departments. In 

Ministerial Support 

we advanced more than $2150.00 and the reports will show little de- 
ficiency. In church 

Building and Improving 

we report neat new churches at Jerome, Pekin, Midway and Willard 
St. Annex. First Church Ottumwa, Cantril, Buxton, Eldon, Moravia, 
Moulton, have improved their churches at a cost of several thousand 
dollars. Mystic and Unionville have each built a handsome parson- 
age, valued at $2,000.00 and $2500.00 respectively. First Church Ot- 
tumwa has rebuilt their parsonage and improved the grounds at a 
cost of $3700. Cantril, Moulton, Eldon, Agency, Chillicothe, and Troy 
are also well in the improved list. 

Debt Paying. 

The great debt paying victory at Centerville is scarcely with pre- 
cedence in this conterence. Early in the year the plans inaugurated 
by that most tactful pastor and consecrated people reached a grand 
climax. The day was ideal. Dr. T. W. Jeffrey, of the First Church 
Ottumwa, occupied the pulpit, and pastor J. R. Hanley handled the 
finances. At the close of the day the Finance Committee held in their 
hands fourteen thousand dollars in cash and bankable notes, enough 
to fully cover all obligations, and that splendid church spread her 
canvass, unfurled her banners and swung- clear. The year has been 
prolific in 

Revival Results. 

For four months we had Bessie Collins, of Marshalltown, with us as 
District Evangelist. Miss Collins did excellent work. Through a sys- 
tem of pastor exchange nearly all the charges had assistance in spec- 
ial meetings. Some 1600 conversions total the year’s results. The 
tremendous exodus of our Methodist people, to found homes and 
churches in the growing west, largely drains our increase. We do not 
anticipate any decrease in our 

Benelolent Collections. 

In nearly all the charges the causes have been faithfully present- 
ed. Mystic, Iconium, Keosauqua and Keosauqua Ct. will lead the dis- 
trict in advances, of from 100 to 300 per cent respectively. More and 
more, barring accident, the pastor is proving himself to be the key to 
increased benevolences. 

Two New Pastoral Charges 

have developed during the year and will be present asking for pastors. 
Highland, and Ottumwa Ct. Farson charge, five years old this month, 
paying $650.00 and parsonage, has made such advance under the pas- 
torate of C. V. Hulse, a student preacher, now present for admission 
to this Conference, that she pledges $1650.00 and two parsonages for 
the new year, and asks for two pastors. The husky infant will be 
Highland. Robert Hall, a local preacher, has developed an Ottumwa 
Ct. He organized a class, as the result of his revival, at Ormanville, 
and attached it to Zion Chapel, forming a circuit. The charge is 
small, but vigorous and full of hope and courage. This district ex- 
presses its appreciation of the special provisions made in The Iowa 
Conference Permanent Fund for the 

Veterans of the Cross.

EDUCATION. 

I. Iowa Wesleyan College. 

1. We express our high appreciation of the work of the Presi- 
dent, Dr. E. A. Schell, and the able faculty associated with him. We 
are especially encouraged by the increased attendance of the past 
year, and the spirit of enthusiastic loyalty manifest by the student 
body. 

2. We are in hearty accord with the purpose of Dr. Schell to add 
this year to the permanent endowment of the college at least $150,000, 
and we repsectfully request the Bishop to appoint an assistant to him in 
the accomplishment of this end. 

3. We are glad to report an increase in the local educational col- 
lection this year, and urge all pastors to put forth a strenuous effort 
to raise the apportionment of 25 cents per member. 

4. Recognizing the value of the heating plant, and the imper- 
ative need of other improvements, we recommend that on the first 
Sunday of November all the pastors present this cause to the congre- 
gations, and endeavor to raise for immediate use $5,000 as a heating 
plant and improvement fund. 

5. In as much as the latter part of section 3 of the educational 
report of last year has been misinterpreted and misunderstood, and 
as no action has been taken under it, resolved that we withdraw the 
expression of willingness therein contained. 

II. Theological Seminaries. 

Due recognition should be given to the claims of our theological 
Seminaries, Garrett, Drew and Boston. We felicitate Garrett on the 
election of C. M. Stuart as its president. In a time of criticism of 
all things religious, we congratulate our church on the lofty stand- 
ards and practical teachings of her schools of theology. We com- 
mend our students to the care and leadership which these schools af- 
ford, and declare our unbroken confidence in the worth of both teach- 
ers and curricula. 

III. The American University. 

The rapid increase in the endowment resources of the American 
University of Washington City challenges our grateful appreciation. 
This greatest of our Methodist educational enterprises is worthy of the 
confidence, prayer and sacrifice of all our people. Properly supported, 
the American University at our nation’s capital is destined to become 
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the world’s first institution of nniversal learning, and the pride and joy 
of all Protestantism. 

IV. Collections. 

We call attention to the value of the Children’s Day Fund, which 
is apportioned at 10 per cent of the Foreign Missionary Collection, and 
the fund for the support of the White Schools of the South, which is 
apportioned at 3 per cent of the Foreign Missionary Collection. The 
Children’s Day Fund has aided 20,000 young people to secure an 
education. The infiuence of the White Schools of the South is beyond 
estimate. Their claims should be met in full. 

V. Visitors and Trustees. 

We recommend as visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute D. R. Mar- 
tin, one year, and H. F. Gilbert, two years; to Goucher College, Bal- 
timore, R. L. Patterson; to Illinois Woman’s College, H. A. Ingham; to 
Iowa Wesleyan College, Mrs. L. G. Murphy and U. S. Smith. We also 
recommend as trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan College, J. W. Neasham, 
H. M. Havner, T. J. Meyers, Adam Weir, in place of B. S. Gilson, re- 
signed, and J. E. Peterson, in place of Chas. Keck, resigned.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

We hereby record our gratitude that the League continues to af- 
ford increasing evidence of its providential adaptation to the work of 
the Church among the young people under the present . difficult con- 
ditions. We congratulate the Church that the Epworth- League is yet 
growing in numbers and still more in achievement. Wherever a local 
Chapter has the support of a sympathetic pastor it becomes one of 
the most valuable resources of the Church, 

The complete reports of last year show a strength of 14,363 Senior 
Chapters with 604,258 members, and 6,253 Junior Chapters with 235,- 
066 members, a total of 20,616 Chapters and 839,324 members. Al- 
though the League is so extensively organized throughout the Church, 
it made a net gain of 154 Chapters and 5,636 members. 

The advance in Bible Study last year was 60 per cent over the 
previous year. 

During the year, under two new Secretaries for foreign mission 
fields, the League has put at the command of the Church for the first 
time literature for the systematic Christian instruction and training 
of the young people of our Spanish speaking missions, and it has 
translated and published literature for a similar use in languages 
spoken by over 200,000,000 people in India.

FREEDMAN’S AID. 

Your Committee on Freedman’s Aid most respectfully reports: 

1. An examination of the last Annual Report of this society shows 
that in the twenty-three schools and colleges, 7130 young people were 
receiving training. 

These are to be the Christian leaders through whose efforts the 
problem of the race uplift must be solved. 

2. Lincoln Day, the Sunday nearest to the anniversary of the 
birth of Abraham Lincoln, in February of each year, furnishes an op- 
portune time for taking the annual offering for this work. We recom- 
mend its universal observance. 

3. In addition to the regular collection for the support of the 
schools, special needs are now pressing upon the Society from the 
medical and industrial departments of the work. We are glad to note 
the fact that several years ago Sam Huston an honored layman of 
Koszta, Muscatine district, made a generous gift of several thousand 
of dollars to the work and for whom Sam Huston College of Austin, 
Texas, was justly named. And we are glad to note that Mr. Burrows, 
of Portland, Me., has just given $3000 for an industrial building, the 
balance of $10,000 to complete this building is to be provided by the 
West Texas Conference, the citizens of Austin and the Board. 

4. The General Committee, after. a careful consideration of the 
needs of the schools, has fixed the apportionment for the coming year 
at $250,000, or one-sixth of the apportionment for the Board of For- 
eign Missions. Of this amount our Iowa Conference is apportioned 
$2,570. 

We hereby pledge ourselves to present this cause at least once 
during the year to our congregations, and give our people an oppor- 
tunity to reach this apportionment.

METHODIST HOSPITALS. 

The Committee on Hospitals takes pleasure in reporting the in- 
crease in prosperity of the Iowa Methodist Hospital at Des Moines. 
We note that during the period from September, 1910, to August 31, 
1911, 2703 patients were treated. 228 cases were free and 95 cases 
partially free. Occupying magnificent buildings equipped with the 
best modern facilities with a highly competent staff of surgeons, phys- 
icians and nurses it has ability for service second to none and we 
commend it to the attention and interest of our people and recommend 
that our pulpits be opened to its representative. 

During the year the fine new wing, which is a complete modern 
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hospital in itself, has been completely finished and furnished, costing 
over $200,000.00 and giving us in the hospital 250 beds. This wing 
will be dedicated in the latter part of April and arrangements are be- 
ing made for a week of celebration. Considering the action of the 
hospital board in suggesting April 21st as Hospital Sunday at which 
time our ministers are requqested to preach on some relative topic 
and take a collection for the hospital, we recommend that this matter 
be left to the pastors and official boards of the church. 

We record with pleasure* the information that Rev. Dr. W. P. Stod- 
dard has rendered valuable and highly efficient service as correspond- 
ing secretary during the past year and we recommend that he be ap- 
pointed for the coming year. We nominate for election as members 
of the board of directors: C. L. Stafford, J. M. McClelland and C. N. 

Pace; as visitors, G. L. Minear and G. H. Hanawalt. 

The Graham Protestant hospital at Keokuk under the direction of 
the W. H. M. S. has likewise enjoyed a year of prosperity. The new 
wing has been completed and the institution is well equipped for ren- 
dering efficient service. We congratulate the W. H. M. S. on the suc- 
cess achieved and commend the institution to our people.

COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

We are pleased to note the increased interest in the work of the 
Board of Sunday Schools and believe the Extension Campaign of the 
Board which has been attended with such large success in the organ- 
ization of the new schools in frontier communities is a work of much 
importance and should be liberally supported. 

We rejoice in the rapid growth of the Adult Bible Class move- 
ment and recommend the formation of organized men’s and women’s 
classes. 

We urge our pastors and superintendents to see to it that so far 
as they are able our own literature be used in the schools. 

We recommend the observance of Rally Day as requested by the 
Board.

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COMMITTEE OX TEMPERANCE. 

We hold it to be the duty of the church not simply to oppose the 
liquor traffic, but to destroy it. To this end we re-affirm our endorse- 
ment, in harmony with the action of the general conference, of the 
American Anti-Saloon League as our agency for co-operation with 
the churches and people of other denominations in securing legisla- 
tion and enforcing law. 

The federated church will win this contest, and it would win 
quickly were it less apathetic. There needs to be more activity, more 
fire, more consecration, more zeal, more aggressiveness. The church 
does not fully realize its power and its opportunities. It needs to 
take home to itself some of the educational lessons it is giving others 
through the agency of the Anti-Saloon League. When it does put 
forth its strength, the victories of the past will be small compared 
with what it will then achieve. 

Eighteen Iowa counties and 88 cities and towns went “dry” Fri- 
day night, June 30, at 10 o’clock as the result of the failure of the li- 
quor forces to renew their petitions of consent which expired on that 
day. 

Statistics gathered by the Anti-Saloon league show that exactly 
238 saloons closed up for at least a year or until the consent petitions 
can be again renewed. 

In addition to .the 238 which were closed July 1st, according to 
the mulct law, nearly 130 saloons have been closed since then as a re- 
sult of the interpretation placed upon the Moon law by the courts. 

We wish to express our high appreciation of the work of the Iowa 
Anti-Saloon League during the year past, especially its work in de- 
feating the Shanklin and Sammis bills in the State Legislature and in 
its successful efforts to secure advanced temperance legislation. We 
shall give it our cordial sympathy and support in its further destruc- 
tion of the saloon in Iowa. 

We hereby nominate C. L. Tennant and C. S. Stafford to represent 
us on the Board of Trustees of the Iowa Anti-Saloon League.

Whereas: An Arbitration Treaty has been signed by the Repre- 

sentatives of the United States, Great Britain and France, to further 
the adjustment of International difficulties by the peaceable method 
of Arbitration, in harmony with the laws of God, the principles of 
justice, the abolition of the horrors and cruelties of war, the reduc- 
tion of vast and expensive armaments, which for certain Great Powers 
of the world now threaten national bankruptcy, and- impose grievous 
burdens of taxation upon the people; and 

Whereas: Advancing civilization under the benign influence of 

the Christian religion, has developed a better and more humane way 
of adjusting these International difficulties, consistent with principles 
of national honor, and 

Whereas, The treaty now pending before the United States Sen- 
ate for ratification is a long step in the direction of universal peace 
and good will among the nations of the earth; therefore 
Resolved, That the Iowa Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church does hereby heartily endorse the principles involved in said 
Treaty, as strictly in harmony with the teachings of our Christian Re- 
ligion, and of its Great Founder, who, while on earth proclaimed the 
noble sentiment of Peace on Earth and Good Will to Men, and we ven- 
ture to express the hope that the Treaty may receive the enthusiastic 
and hearty support of our Honorable Senators from Iowa. 

Resolved, further that the Secretary of the Conference be and is 
hereby instructed to transmit to each of our Senators a copy of these 
resolutions.

KEY. FBAJJK WILLIAM ADAMS. 

On the 5th day of May, 1911, after months of faithful vigilance on 
the part of a devoted wife and daughters. Rev. Frank W. Adams, one 
of God’s faithful workmen, passed to his reward, at Mt. Vernon, Iowa, 
in the 62nd year of his age. 

He was born of New England parentage, in Newark, Ohio, January 
12th, 1850. Through his father, Daniel M. Adams, he was a descend- 
ant 9 f a Scotch-Irish family, who came to Derry, N. H., in the 17th 
century, and were members of the colony that organized the first 
Presbyterian church in New England. Through his mother, Claren- 
tine Williams, he was of the eighth generation from Roger Williams. 
When the family came to Iowa, they settled near Burlington. Bro. 
Adams’ father was a carpenter, and during the Civil war, he was in 
the employ of the government. When a mere lad, Bro. Adams accom- 
panied his father into the south, and was at Vicksburg on the day on 
which the surrender was made, and entered the city when the Federal 
army took possession. After the civil war the family settled on a 
farm near the present town of Mediapolis. Here Bro. Adams was 
converted and united with the M. E. church. He graduated from the 
Iowa Wesleyan Universtiy in 1875, and two years later he was re- 
ceived on trial in the Iowa Conference, and stationed at Troy. After 
preaching one year he entered the Boston School of Theology, gradu- 
ating in 1881. Returning to his conference, he served New London, 
Amish, (then called Pleasant Hill,) Riverside, Keosauqua, Chatham 
Square, Keokuk and Wilton. In 1891, he was called to the chair of 
Greek in the Iowa Wesleyan, and after serving in that capacity for 
seven years, in 1891 he returned to the pastorate, serving Ladora, 
Columbus Junction, Morning Sun, Lone Tree and Malcom. In 1907 
he suffered a stroke of paralysis. From this first attack he recovered 
sufficiently to warrant his resuming full work once more. At the 
next session of the Conference he took a superannuated relation, and 
the family moved to Mt. Vernon. In January 1909, he suffered a sec- 
ond stroke of paralysis, and from that time it was quite evident that 
his work was done. 

In the latter part of the year 1877, he was united in marriage 
with Miss Jennie Robinson, of Northfield. She died January 31st, 
1884, leaving one daughter, Margaret, less than one year old. Mar- 
garet grew to womanhood, and became the wife of Carl Bosley, of 
Ladora, but preceded her father to the mansion in the skies. 

In 1885, Bro. Adams was married to Miss Minnie E. Wayman, of 
New London, who with two daughters, Olive and Harriet, survives him. 
Persons who had come to know Bro. Adams intimately, had learned 
to appreciate the sterling qualities so manifest in his life. It can be 
truly said of him, he was a manly man, a ripe scholar, a faithful Bible 
preacher, a loyal Methodist. His delight was to emphasize those 
great Bible doctrines which have meant so much to a world of lost 
men in all the ages. His funeral, which was held at the family resi- 
dence, was conducted by Rev. Alexander, pastor at Mt. Vernon, at- 
tended by a large number of friends, among whom were six ministers. 
Bro. Adams sleeps in the beautiful cemetery at Mt. Vernon, Iowa.

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MARTHA A. DICKERHOFF. 

Martha A. Dickerhoff, widow of Rev. Prank W. Evans, of the Iowa 
Conference, died at her home in Des Moines, Iowa, Friday, Oct. 28, 
1910, after a long and painful illness. For nearly twenty years she 
had been an invalid and her last illness was a period of extreme suf- 
fering. She was born in Hancock, Va., Nov. 15, 1834, After a few 
years her family removed to Mt. Vernon, 0., and later, in 1851, to 
Bloomfield, Iowa. Here she became an active member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. She was married on Feb. 19, 1855, to Frank W. 
Evans, the pastor at Bloomfield, who became one of the most noted 
of Methodist preachers in Iowa, as a debater, eloquent orator, chap- 
lain in the army and special orator upon fraternal occasions. In the 
work of this noted minister, his wife was a genuine helper, making 
her home a resting place, a refuge and an inspiration to the many 
visitors. They served many of the leading charges in Iowa, among 
them such cities as Osceola, Ottumwa, Keokuk, Muscatine, Oskaloosa, 
Burlington. Four children were born, William, who died in infancy, 
Mamie, Frank and Cora. Mrs, S. L. Waide, of Chicago and Mrs, Em- 
ma Bonney, of Des Moines, are two sisters surviving, who had in 
Mrs. Evans a mother’s care and devotion. The name of Frank Evans 
not only became famous in the Mississippi Valley as a Methodist 
preacher, but it was widely known among the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, in which he was Grand Master and chaplain, and in the 
affiliating order of Rebeccas his wife was a prominent member for 
thirty-four years. Mrs. Evans survived her husband a few weeks 
more than two years. The funeral services were held Sunday after- 
noon, Oct. 30, under the direction of Orien W. Fifer, the pastor of 
Grace Church. The same hymns were sung that were sung at the 
funeral of the husband and the same minister officiated at both ser- 
vices. A chorus of Rebeccas furnished the music. The principal 
addresses were made by the Rev. J. C. Pike, of Capital Park Church, 
and by the Rev. Emory Miller, at whose marriage Frank Evans had 
officiated. The brief address by Dr. Miller was of rare beauty in 
point of choice expression of personal regard. In the long years of 
infirmity and in the painful weeks of the last illness, Mrs. Evans 
showed patience and trust of choice quality. Of simple tastes, of 
retiring disposition, she exerted an influence long to be felt and re- 
membered. The names of herself and husband are joined in the illus- 
trious history of the pioneer period of the state and the Methodist 
Episcopal Church.

REV. W. C. SHIPPED. 




Rev. W. C. Shippen was born December 23, 1829, at Eaton, Ohio, 
where he grew to manhood. He was educated in the public schools 
and Howe Academy. Converted early in life, he selected the min- 
istry as his vocation. He was married April 7, 1852, to Mrs, Margaret 
Ann Shippen, who ten months ago preceded him to his heavenly 
home. After her death last September, he felt lonely and waited 
for reunion. 

Brother Shippen possessed an attractive personality and made 
many friends. His first charge was Independence Mission, Iowa, a 
circuit of nine appointments. He rose rapidly in his conference and 
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soon served important charges, among them Otumwa, Fairfield, and 
Mount Pleasant. His throat gave him some trouble which Bishop 
Peck believed would yield to the magic of our Montana air, hence 
he appointed him to Helena in 1873. At the following conference, 
Bishop Bowman appointed him Presiding Elder of the Northwest 
Montana District, also pastor at Helena. On the organization of the 
^ Montana Conference at Bozeman in 1877, Brother Shippen was ap- 

pointed to Virginia City, where he spent two useful years. He took an 
active part in all the activities of the conference. After two years at 
Virginia City, he was made Presiding Elder of the Helena District. 

■ At the close of two years of district work, he became pastor of the 

" Sheridan and Beaverhead charge, where he served for two years. 

The strenuous years of service just passed caused a nervous 

■ break-down which retired him from active pastoral work. Secular 

activities occupied much of his time but he never forgot for a moment 
that he was a minister of the Gospel. His own and his wife’s health 

did not permit his taking up regular work again. He continued to 

live in Butte and preach and labor at points that could be reached 
from Butte. 

[ Six years ago he organized the work in East Butte and built 

f Wesley Chapel, where he served for a year. He held a successful 

revival in the summer and organized that work as it exists today. 
The next year he served the City Evangelization Union and organ- 
ized Epworth Sunday School. 

After the death of Sister Shippen, our Brother turned his atten- 
tion toward some useful form of labor and took up work at Long 
! Creek, Oregon, where he organized the work and started a church 

building which other hands will finish. The last few weeks of his 
life he gave to Owyhee, Oregon, where death claimed him at the ripe 
age of eighty-one years. 

Brother Shippen was a minister of the Gospel and always trans- 
acted the business of life as one of his sacred calling should. He 
had the genius for organization and enlisted men in his work whose 
interests were diverse from his. This quality in his character gave 
him unusual fitness to be a pioneer preacher and pastor. His broth- 
erly spirit endeared him to all classes, both old and young. 

His record is complete and he has reached home. He died at 
his loved work in Oregon, August 11, 1911, as the sun was setting 
behind the trees and hills which he loved so well.

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MRS. MARGARET ANN SHIPPEN. 

Margaret Ann Shippen, wife of Rev. W. C. Shippen, was born 
May 8, 1825, at Carlisle, Pennsylvania, and died at Butte, Montana, 
September 11, 1910. She was married to her now sorrowing husband 
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April 7, 1852, at Eaton, Ohio, and started immediately with him to 
Iowa to take up the self-sacrificing work of the itinerant ministry. 
Brother Shippen’s first charge embraced nine appointments and was 
known as Independence Mission. Her . work here was full of self- 
sacrifice. During her husband’s absence she saw many lonely hours, 
but her faith and patient courage enabled her to conquer every trial. 
She proved a very reliable help-meet to her husband in his pastorates, 
many of which were hard and very responsible. The work in Iowa 
then a frontier state, was arduous, but none of these things caused 
her to waver in her determination to build up the kingdom of Christ 
and make her husband’s ministry successful. She was especially 
helpful in her leadership among the women of the charges her hus- 
band served. In the midst of life’s successes, Brother and Sister 
Shippen were transferred to Montana, where hard service awaited 
them. Amid frontier conditions and privations they labored until 
failing health compelled them to turn aside to recuperate. Her safe 
counsel was sought by many and always given with unassuming dif- 
fidence and real interest. Her children, Lizzie Ollie, and Harry W., 
rise up to call her blessed. She was of a charitable disposition. Her 
kindness of heart was a marked characteristic. She discharged her 
duties in life with scrupulous care. Her life closed in weakness, 
but in her quiet talks with her husband she said, “What I want most 
now is to go to Heaven.’’ Thus she approached life’s close, 

“Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch 

About him, and lies down to pleasant dreams.’’ 

Her funeral services were attended by many friends and were 
conducted by Revs. S. A. Oliver, W. H. Pascoe, and T. H. Barker, pas- 
tors in the city where she lived for many years and where she died.

EDWIN LUTHER SCHREINER. 

Edwin Luther Schreiner was born September 9, 1840, at Marietta, 
Ohio. He came with his parents to Henry County, Iowa, in 1855. 
At an early age he was converted and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal church. At the first call of President Lincoln for volun- 
teer soldiers, he enlisted with Company F, First Iowa Infantry, and 
participated in the battle of Wilson Creek. In 1862 he went out with 
what was called the “squirrel hunters,’’ of Ohio, a regiment from Cin- 
cinnati. Afterward he was in the work of the Christian commission. 

After he came out of the army he taught school for a while. In 
September, 1865, he joined the Iowa Conference and was appointed 
to Crawfordsville, where he had formerly taught school. 

During his forty years of labor as an active member of the con- 
ference he served with a large degree of usefulness and acceptability 
the following charges: Crawfordsville, 1865-’66; Dodgeville, 1866-’68; 

Ft. Madison, 1868-’70; First Church, Keokuk, 1870-73; Main St., Ot- 
tumwa, 1873-’74; Bloomfield, 1874-’77; Brooklyn, 1878-’79; Presiding 
Elder Oskaloosa District, 1879-’83; Wilton, 1883-’86; Centerville, 
1886-’89; Newton, 1889-’90; Fairfield, 1890-’95; Albia, 1895-’99; Albia 
Circuit, 1900-’01; Melrose, 1901-’03. In 1906 he took a supernumerary 
relation and in 1910 was granted the superannuate relation. 
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The deceased was married to Martha Robinson, June 30, 1869. 
To them two daughters were born, Maisy, principal of the Ames High 
School and Mrs. Olive Barnes, of Albia. He was a graduate of Iowa 
Wesleyan University, receiving his degree in 1877. His wife died 
December 29, 1892, while he was pastor at Fairfield. 

He was married to Mrs. Anna Johnson, of Albia, August 30, 1899. 

In the passing away of Brother Schreiner, the world has suffered 
a real loss. Many of whom he has led into the glorious light of the 
Gospel had gone on before to the heavenly home and were there ready 
to welcome him to that rest that remaineth for the people of God. 
Many others whom his faithful ministry has helped rise up and call 
him blessed. He was a real optimist — always looking on the bright 
side of life and believing that the present days were better than “the 
good old days.” He was always brotherly and courteous. After his 
retirement from the active work of the ministry, his pastor always 
found in him a tried and faithful friend and hearty supporter in every- 
thing that would advance the cause of the church which was so dear 
to his heart. 

For some time his health has been declining. Sunday evening. 
May 7th, he took worse, was quite restless during the night, and 
passed to his heavenly home at 5:30 a. m., Monday, May 8th. During 
his last days, while infirm and his memory was failing, he would re- 
peat over and over again, “All the way my Saviour leads me,” and 
those who knew him realize that for many years the Saviour had been 
his guide and companion. 

Funeral services were held at his home in Albia, May 10, his 
pastor. Rev. D. Roland Martin in charge, assisted by Brothers C. L.

Hence, to prepare 
a sketch of a life so rich in 
Christian experience and preci- 
ous in memory as that of Sister 
Myers, is a task to which none 
are equal. 

Friday evening. Sept. 23rd, 
1910, just a few minutes before 
nine o’clock, at her home in 
Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, occurred the 
death of Mrs. Eliza J. Myers, 
wife of our beloved brother, the 
Rev. Dr. T. J. Myers, of this Conference. Unconscious of the pres- 
ence of her sorrowing sons and husband, who watched by the bedside, 
Mrs. Myers slipped away from this life to the greater one beyond in a 
calm and peaceful manner, just as she had lived. 

Sister Myers had been confined to her bed for six weeks, suffering 
from heart trouble and complications. Her condition changed so 
quickly and so often that for the anxious relatives and friends, it was 
one day hope and the next discouragement. However, in spite of all 
that could be done she failed to rally after Wednesday, Sept. 21st, and 
grew gradually weaker until Friday evening, when the last lingering 
spark of life went out, leaving the family and friends only the memory 
and fragrance of a life full of devotion and service for others. It 
was especially true of Sister Myers, that one could know the richness 
and sweetness of her life, only by the closest association. Then it was 
that you came to realize that deep current of spiritual life that had 
been revealing itself in words and deeds. In her heart the Divine 
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Spirit found an abiding place. In her life an opportunity to bless 
others. How tender and full of comfort were her words. How calm 
and assuring the expression of her face. How sweet and full of sym- 
pathy her voice. Her very presence created in ones heart a hunger 
and thirst after righteousness, and to enjoy her companionship was 
to receive a new inspiration for the Master’s work. She was de- 
voted to her church, her family and to her friends, mid just a short 
time before she passed away, realizing her condition, she called her 
three sons to the bedside and counseled with them for the last time, 
as only a mother can. She was a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church from her girlhood, and during her entire life was active in 
church work taking part in the work of all the women’s organizations 
of the church. 

Eliza J. Morrison was born in Seiiacaville, Ohio, May 16, 1843. 

She grew to womanhood in her native town, when, with her parents, 
she moved to Victoria, 111. It was here she met Dr. T. J. Myers, 
who was then a young preacher serving his first pastorate. They 
were united in marriage at Victoria, September 16, 1869. That it 
proved a most happy one was apparent to every one who knew the 
family and the devotion these two had for each other during the 
many years the ^raveled life’s journey together. Dr. and Mrs. Myers 
after their marriage, came to New Sharon, Iowa, where he was pastor 
of the Methodist church. Since that time Dr. Myers has served in 
many of the important positions of the Conference, including eighteen 
years as Presiding Elder. For the past nineteen years they resided 
in Mt. Pleasant, with the exception of one year in Centerville. In 
all the work imposed in these various fields of labor. Sister Myers 
proved her efficiency and came to the close of life, not only after 
having sown the seed of truth in love and faith but after having 
gathered much of the golden grain for the Master’s praise. 

Funeral services were hold Tuesday afternoon, September 27th, 
at 2:30 o’clock from the family residence and was attended by many 
neighbors and friends. Her pastor had charge and was assisted by 
Drs. Stafford, Tennant, Lymer and Schell. The simplicity and im- 
pressiveness of the services were peculiarly appropriate, suggestive j i 

of the quaint, saintly life lived by Mrs. Myers, and much as she her- ; ; 

A quartet sang softly, “There is a Land of 
Pure Delight,’’ after which the 90th Psalm was read. The New Tes- ; ■ 

tament scripture, I Cor. 15:41-58 was read by Dr. E. E. Lymer, after ^ : 

which the quartet sang “Asleep in Jesus.’’ A beautiful and touch- 
ing prayer was offered by Dr. E. A. Schell, followed by another hymn 
by the quartet, “My Jesus as Thou Wilt.’’ The scripture message 

was given by Dr. C. L. Stafford and was one of especial comfort and , i 

hope. Personal tributes were given by Dr. Tennant and her pastor, i 

both referring to the beautiful life of the deceased and the influence 

which it leaves behind. After a touching solo, “Morning Land,’’ by I 

Miss Foster, of the Rommel School of Music, the casket was borne ' 

by six ministers of the Conference to Forest Home cemetery, at Mt. 

Pleasant, where just as the bright September sun was hanging low 
over the beautiful rolling hills, all that remained that was mortal 

of a life full of sunshine and cheer, was committed to its last resting j 

place, with a simple and impressive service consisting of the read- i 

ing of the ritualistic burial service of the church, a prayer full of I 

tenderness and helpfulness by Rev. J. E. Corley and the benediction j 

by Dr. C. L. Stafford. ! 
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MARY AND CHRISTINA BARKER. 

The reaper, death, has called children from but two of our par- 
sonage homes this last year. Bro. and sister T. F. Barker, of Letts, 
Iowa, have experienced an unusual degree of sadness in the loss of 
their two daughters, Mary and Christina. Christina took the scarlet 
fever Feb. 18th, the family was shut in by quarantine the 19th. Mrs. 
Barker took the fever two days later. After a month’s time, and, 
w’hen the quarantine was about to be removed, the other two child- 
ren of the home, Mary and Charles, took down with the fever. After 
but one week’s sickness little Mary was called to be with the 
Father on high. The quarantine experience was a long one, being 
practically two months. 

Christina seemed to make a complete recovery and was able to 
finish her school work. But she was taken ill, and after the brief 
sickness of a few days, bid adieu to father, mother and brother, to be 
with the little sister in the home beyond, who had preceded her but 
three months. 

Christina was born in Eldon, Iowa, Feb. 28th, 1901, and died 
June 25th, 1911, thus lacking but little of being ten years of age.

Dr. Hancher then presented the cause of The American University 
of Washington, D. C. A collection was taken for current expenses 
amounting to $13.60. 

The Committee on Resolutions present the following resolutions 
which were adopted. 

Be it Resolved, by the Laymen’s Association of the Iowa Confer- 
ence, Methodist Episcopal Church, in its third annual session, 

1st — That we make renewed expression of our devotion to, and be- 
lief in the great cause of Methodism. 

2nd — We are in hearty sympathy with the movement to create 
a permanent fund for the benefit of our worn out ministers, and 
stand ready to co-operate in the work when opportunity is offered. 

3rd — That to the end that we may be effective Methodists, that 
every Methodist home should contain at least one of our church 
papers, and other Methodist literature. 

4th — Today, education is necessary to effective work in all lines 
of life, and we believe such education can only be secured with safety 
to the individual, and the Church, when secured under the safeguards 
of a Christian school, hence we urge our people to send their sons 
and daughters to our school at Mt. Pleasant. 

5th — That we favor systematic giving on the part of every mem- 
ber of our chiych. 

6th— That we express to the Methodist Church and people of Fair- 
field our" appreciation of their kind hospitality, and many courtesies, 
and that we especially thank the Library Trustees for the use of 
this buidilng so nicely adapted to our use. 

7th — Whereas, The government of our United States has, through 
its Diplomatic and consular service, extended invitations to the brew- 
ery trade and allied industries and professions of the world, called 
to meet in Chicago, October 12-22, 1911, and known as the Interna- 
tional Brewer’s Congress, and 

Whereas, our government disavows all official patronage of this 
congress and yet at the same time directs all Diplomatic and Con- 
sular officers to request of all governments to which they are ac- 
credited, to give due publicity to this event and also recommend 
the sending of delegates to this Congress by all scientific and trade

organizations interested, as well as the attendance of individuals 
from the ranks of those interested in these lines. 

And, Whereas, The Secretary of Agriculture of the United States, 
the Hon. James Wilson has accepted an invitation to act as honorary 
president of this Congress, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That we, the Laymen’s Association of 
the Iowa Annual Conference, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, com- 
prised of 200 delegates representing 70,000 members and adherents, 
all living in the southeast portion of the state, greatly deplore this 
action of the government and hereby record our most earnest and 
vigorous protest against putting this great and Christian govern- 
ment in the attitude of errand boy or news carrier for the liquor 
traffic of the world. 

Resolved 2nd, That we are incensed and humiliated beyond expres- 
sion that our one Iowa representative in the President’s Cabinet, the 
Hon. James Wilson, should consent to act as president of this Con- 
gress and knowing of no other recourse, we desire to record our indig- 
nant protest an dhereby respectfully request President Taft to save 
us from this dishonor. 

Resolved 3rd, That the Secretary of this Association is hereby di- 
rected to send a certified copy of this action to President Taft and Sec- 
retary Wilson at his earliest possible convenience.

ing Quarterly Conference. 

If no reply be received by the succeeding Quarterly Conference, 
or if the record shows a failure to pay for two years past, or a fail- 
ure to pay one-fifth of the apportionment, and no adequate explana- 
tion, the name of said member shall be dropped from the rolls with- 
out further action.’’
